3.  Copy  all  your  unknown  words  in  the  Personal  Vocabulary  List 

4.  Find  the  Japanese  meanings. 
Days  2-7       c.  Read  for  Pleasure 

1.  For  at  least  30-40  minutes  every  day,  read  your  graded  reader. 

2.  The  first  time,  read  quickly  and  lightly  to  a  general  idea  what  the  book  is  about. 

3.  The  second  or  third  time,  read  the  story  more  carefully,  more  deeply, 

4.  Continue  completing  the  Personal  Vocabulary  List  in  your  Reading  Journal. 
Days  5-7     d.  Write  your  Summary  and  Reaction 

1.  After  you  have  finished  reading  the  story,  go  back  and  review  each  chapter. 

2.  Write  a  brief  summary  of  the  main  points  of  the  story. 

3.  After  finishing  the  Summary,  write  your  Reaction.
